1 . (Currently amended) A reproducing method ofreproducing audio-video ( AV) data m 
a n int e ractiv e mod e using a reproducing apparatus, the method comprising: 

selecting an interactive mode of the reproducing apparatus in which the reproducing 
apparatus reproduces the AV data to display an AV picture, and reproduces interactive data to 
display an interactive picture in which the AV picture is embedded, the interactive data 
comprising additional contents in a plurality of different natural languages, the reproducing 
apparatus also being operable in a video mode in which the reproducing apparatus reproduces 
the AV data to display the AV picture without reproducing the interactive data: 

reading a startup file of the interactive data, the startup file comprising language 
information inriinnting a Innguag o usod with identifying the plurality of different natural languages 
of the additional contents contain o d in of the interactive data; 

reading the language information from the startup file; 

determining which one of the plurality of different natural languages identified bv the read 
language information is the same as a natural language identified by player language 
information stored in the reproducing apparatus; 

s o l o cting and reading a portion of the interactive data mad e with th e comprising 
additional contents in the one natural language that is the same as the natural language as 
identified bv the player language i nformation s e t information stored in the reproducing 
apparatus ; with ref e r o nc o to the r o ad language information; and 
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interpreting and executing the read portion of the interactive data to display the 
interactive picture, the interactive picture displaying the additional contents in the one natural 
language that is the same as the natural language identified by the plaver language information 
stored in the reproducing apparatus ; and 

reproducing the AV display to display the AV picture embedded in the interactive picture.

4. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 1 , wherein the reading ofthe 
language information from the startup file comprises reading from the startup file language 
information indenting resp e ctiv el y the languag e identifying a plurality of different natural 
languages used in a plurality of enhanced navigation ( ENAV) applications of the interactive data , 
each of which inc l ud e s comprises substantially similar additional contents and is made with but 
in_a natural language that is different languag e from natural languages of additional contents of 
the other ENAV applications^ , in ordor to r o produco AV data in tho i nt e ractive mod o , from the 
s tartup f i l e . 

5. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 1 , wherein the s olo cting and 
r n nriinn th n inter a ctiv e d a ta - determining of which one of the plurality of different natural 
languages comprises finding -reading the player language information s e t information stored in 
the reproducing apparatus from a system parameter table stored as a syst e m param e t e r in the 
reproducing apparatus in which the plaver language information is stored as a system 
parameter . 
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6. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 1 , wherein the s ele cting and 
r e ading int er activ e d ata determining of which one of the plurality of different natural languages 
comprises finding- reading a system parameter SPRM 0 a s play o r languag e information that is 
set-according to a DVD-Video standard that is stored in the reproducing apparatus as the player 
language information stored in the reproducing apparatus . 

7. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 3, wherein the selecting and 
r e ading reading of a portion of the interactive data comprises reading ENAV files belonging to 
the corresponding ENAV application with reference to a loading information file informing 
indicating location information of the ENAV files belonging to the corresponding ENAV 
application. 

8. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 3, wherein the reading th e 
tenayage4 nformatio n furth er determining of which one of the plurality of different natural 
languages comprises: 

comparing the read language information with the player language information; and 
selecting one among one ENAV application from a plurality of ENAV applications based 
on a result of the comparing . 

9. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 3, wherein the reading ofthe 
language information further comprises parsing the language information recorded using the 
element linking the loading information file includ e d in ofthe corresponding ENAV application. 

10. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 9, wherein the reading ofthe 
language information further comprises parsing the language information recorded in an element 
that stores a condition selecting a linked loading information file, included in the element linking 
the loading information file. 

11 . (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 8, wherein the reading ofthe 
language information further comprises parsing the language information recorded using a 
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"name" property and a "value" property in an element that stores a condition selecting a linked 
loading information file, included in the element linking the loading information file. 

12. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 8, wherein the reading ofthe 
language information further comprises parsing the language information recorded using a 
"name" property and a "value" property in the element linking the loading information file. 

13. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 3, wherein the reading ofthe 
language information further comprises parsing the language information recorded in a language 
code with two characters according to an ISO 639 standard. 

14. (Currently amended) A method of reproducing audio-video (AV) data and enhanced 
a udio visu a l navigation (ENAV) data from an optical disk using a reproducing apparatus , the 
method comprising: 

H n t n rting n nh n nmH miriin v i niml (FNAV) dat a on th o optical disk when selecting an 
interactive mode is s e l e ct e d from a plurality of modes comprising the interactive mode and a 
video mode, the interactive mode being a mode in which the AV data is reproduced to display an 
AV picture and the ENAV data is reproduced to display an interactive picture in which the AV 
picture is embedded, and the video mode being a mode in which the AV data is reproduced to 
display the AV picture and the ENAV data is not reproduced ; 

reading language information from a startup file of the ENAV data on the optical disk , the 
language information identifying a plurality of different natural languages used in the ENAV data ; 

determining which one of the plurality of different natural languages identified by the read 
language information is the same as a natural language identified by player language 
information stored in the reproducing apparatus;

18. (Currently amended) A method of reproducing audio - visual audio-video (AV) data in 
an interactive mode supported by interactive data associated with the aud i o visual AV_data, the 
interactive- data comprising a plurality of int e r a ctiv e d a t a r es p ecti v el y corr e sponding t o a plurality 
of diff e r e nt natural l anguag e s, t he method comprising: 

selecting an interactive mode from a plurality of modes comprising the interactive mode 
and a video mode, the interactive mode being a mode in which the AV data is reproduced to 
display an AV picture and the interactive data is reproduced to display an interactive picture in 
which the AV picture is embedded, and the video mode being a mode in which the AV data is 
reproduced to display the AV picture and the interactive data is not reproduced; 

reading language information sp e cifying th o from a startup file of the interactive data, the 
language information identifying a plurality of different natural languages of th o plurality of used 
in the interactive data;

20. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 18, wherein: 

the predetermined natural language is a natural language that is identified by player 
language information stored in a reproducing apparatus; and 

the reading of on e of th e plurality a portion of the interactive data comprises: 

s e lecting determining which one of the plurality of different natural languages 
sp e cifi e d identified by the read language information th a t is th e sam e as a is the same as the 
natural language sp e c i f ied identified by the player language information stored in a-the 
reproducing apparatus : and that is p e rforming th o method; and 

reading on o of tho plurality a portion of the interactive data corresponding to the 
natural language sp e cifi e d indentified by the stered- player language information. 

21. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 20, wherein the natural 
language seectfied- identified by the stored- player language information is a natural language 
th a t was specified by a user of the reproducing apparatus. 

22. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 20, wherein the natural 
language identified by the stores- player language information is languag e information sp e cifying 
a natural language of a menu of the reproducing apparatus, or a natural language of an audio 
stream to be reproduced by the reproducing apparatus, or a natural language of a caption to be 
reproduced by the reproducing apparatus, or a natural language of a portion of the interactive 
data to be read in the reading of on o of th o plurality a portion of thejnteractive data. 

23. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 18, wherein: 
the interactive data fwther-comprisesv a plurality of loading files respectively 

corresponding to the plurality of different natural languages of th o plurality of used in the 
interactive data, each of the loading files specifying indentifying an interactive data file 
corresponding to a respective one of the plurality of different natural languages; languag e s; and 
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a startup the startup f ile fettro- lists the plurality of loading files in association with the 
language information identifying the plurality of different natural languages of th o p l urality of used 
in the interactive data; 

wh e r ei n the reading of the language information comprises reading the startup file and 
identifying the interactive data file corresponding to each of the plurality of different natural 
languages of tho plurality of used in the interactive data; and 

wherein the reading of one of th o plurality a portion of the interactive data comprises 
reading the interactive data file identified in the reading of the language information as 
corresponding to the s e l e ct e d one of the plurality of different natural languages that is the same 
as the natural language identified by the player language information stored in the reproducing 
apparatus .
